The atlemptat suicide made recent- 
ly lu Now York by C'has. II. Ueid, 
one of Guiteau's counael, and the 
su liae<| liar t anil niincemeiii of hii prea- 
ent ill ioriuiic, Ima brought to mind 
llic I'lirso iiiadi! by (.iulleau, when be 
icieivad hli leiilencfi upon every 
line I'oiinected with the trial. The 
jury waa compoaed of twelve strong 
ami bealtby men. The foreman wa» 
in comfortable circnmatancea, and 
waa eatimatod lo lie worth t,'iO,CiOO 
Within a year after tbo trial he loat 
hii money, and ia now iKluced to the 
level of a day laborer. Kour other 
member! of the jury are dead, and 
nuurly every ono ef Ibe otbora baa 
bean viaileii with aonio kind of mis- 
fortune. Uiitrict Attorney Cieoi-ge 
B Coikhill waa removed from otilce. 
Ilia wife died, and hia own death fol- 
lowed within a year alter the trial. 
Mr. Scoville, Guiteau'a brolher-ln- 
law. who with Ohai. H. Reld de- 
fended the prisoner, was divorcad 
from b<* wire ami loil all hia prop- 
erly. Preaidant Artiiur, wborcfuied 
to grant a pardon to (iuitcan, waa 
defeatad fur renomiiiation, aud slow- 
ly failed in liealtb and died. Laat 
winter Mr. Itiaine, who waaawitneaa 
against Guiteau, waa nominated for 
I'reaidenI, but waa defeated, .lolni A. 
Lagan, another witnesa, ia now 
dead, atriokeii down in apparent 
health. Or. D. W. Bllii, Garfleld'i 
phyilolan, haa been In very poor 
health for two yean, and II i>^ ihuu^rht 
that ho will never be a well iiiuii 
again. David Davli, who appeared 
aa a witneii, haa alao joined the great 
majority. Tho guar<la who kept 
watch overUiiiteau in the jail have 
nearly ail loat tlieir poaitiona.

In the gain of s 
Senator in Mew Jersey the Bepubli- 
caiia hare some oonsolatioo in their 
hour of defbat. ItoAats the Demo- 
cratic gain in Virginia and etill leaves 
tbem with two majority in the Senate. 
Tfia gain when analyzed is not at all 
slgnifloanb The I«st Legislature 
was Dsuioeratlc by but one majority 
aud it required but a fitw changM i« 
altar its complexion. It does not fol- 
low that the Slate will go Ilepubll- 
can next year, but the liepublicana 
ara waloome to all tbe comfbrt they 
can gat out of tbe result in Mew Jer- 
sey.

inilKci. The Ilepublicaua elected 
their candidates by the usual majori- 
ties. 

OBMOV. 

The principal Intaraet in Oregon 
was centered in the three amend- 
menta to tbe, constitution. Probibi- 
Uon was defeated by 8,000 and that 
relalire to salaries was also beaten. 
The amendment changing the eiec- 
tloue to Morember was carried.

I'cniitylvania elected a State Treas- 
urer aud Supreme Judges. The re- 
turns indicate inavy Uamocratie 
gains, especially in Philadelphia 
which went Dcniocralic, except on 
the State ticket. Tlie Kepubliean 
majority in tbe SUU will be 25,000 
or 80,000. 

DAKOTA. 

Dakota voted on dividing tha Ter- 
ritory on the 46tb parallel and on a 
prohibition law.

Walter Hawiey Slllid 9f ut Ix- 
plodlng Cil Task »t tht 
(Hi iMtefyv .J 

A loud eaploeioD atartlad tha city 
Wedueeday aftahiooB at 1:80 b'elook, 
which VM qiilekir ftillowad by the 
ringing of the flra bell and Ihe ahrlil 
blowing of the railroad yard engine. 
A dark clond of black amoka eluwiy 
roea from the direction of the gas 
factory, but there ware no flamee and 
the Are company which waa called 
out, waa not needed. 

Inveatlgatloo ahowed that there 
had been a horrible exploelon, which 
blow nponeof the oil tank, at the 
gaa work, and killed Waller Rawley 
an eleven>year-old eon of the Super' 
Intendent, Mr. J. B. Hawiey. 

It i. not known :wbat oaaaad the 
explosion. The Superintendent had 
received that morning a anpply of 
uapbtba,abltuminous and highly lu- 
flainmable oil from which the gaa la 
made, and waa having the large tank 
Just oul.id. the building re-lllled. 
The Utile boy wa. atandlngon Ihe 
top of the Irou lank watching the 
oil run In and it ia snppoaed that lie 
.trucks match and held It to the 
hole to .ee how much had run in. 
I'his will never be known for the 
lioy iii'vi r re;,'aii,.!d cousciousne.. af- 
ter I he eiploiiiiii and no one saw his 
tiiiivi'iiisiiU. Hiiildenly Mr. Hawiey 
and Mr. .S. II. Ilurriiioii, wlio were 
talking; hIioiiI .'10 yards from the 
lank, iieai'il llic lenitlic explosion 
and saw llic i loud of Hinoke rise 
fnim the lunk. 'l lie iiurth end of 
tb.3 tank wa-. blown out and burled 
)»s Kiiiirlh .Slreel, Home ^K> yards. 
Till' |ii;'c roiiiircling Willi the lank 
on tlie ear was hmken and Mr. Haw- 
Ivy ran loeiii i>(1' llie How uf oil, 
wlilch was wasting on tljc ground. 
When he returned in a tow seconds 
Mr. Harrison remarked "Tlicra was 
a boy on that lank jusi now," and 
riiuiiiiig lo the sicno Mr. Ilawley 
found liiH lion tying hoiiin '2ti stejn 
away, between Ihe |<aa Imik and en- 
gine house. It ia not known nboili- 
er ba waa blown there or ran there 
himaAr. Ilia clothoa were burnt nil' 
ami he was lying naked and 
the grass waa burning around 
liiiii. A bucket 'full of Water 
waa iliniwii ou bim and ba waa 
picked up by Mr. Hawiey, who was 
aaToroly baraad In doing ao. He was 
atiU aliva bat waa a horrible eight lo 
look upon. UI. eye. were burned 
out, hie noea burned off and the lleeb 
on bla face and entire body waa blla- 
tered antliltpeelad off when touched. 
HIa hand, and feet wara literally 
cooked and hie hair waa all burned 
off. XliaAaahwaa blackened nntll 
(ha Ibaluraa wara uareeogniaablr. 
The eufferer waa nnconaoiooe and 
whan taken to hie home made no 
movamenta exoapt 10 tear the fleah 
from kiia braut with hia Angara, bla 
arma being drawn until hie bauda 
lay acroae hie body. When hi. 
.ooka wara removed the fleeb lad the 
bone, of bia feat and came off with 
Ihe eooka. Medical aid waa eum- 
moned but nothing could be done 
and death relieved bia aufferinga atO 
o'clock. 

The lidip fellow waa a bright, 
proiuleing boy. Mre. Hawiey fainted 
when told of the horrible accident, 
bat waa reatorod to coneelooanaaa by 

prompt medical attention. 

The building waa not damaged and 
llia only loaa auatained waa on the 
exploded lank and the wasted oil, 
which will probably amount to aev- 
eral hundred dollar.. Theculvcrt on 
the railroad opiwalte waa Ignited but 
the llaniea were eztlngoi.hed before 
any damage waa done.
